A 
thick curtain of badger skins 
kept out the sunlight and lamp- 
light; and if God did not shine 
there, there was nothing but 
total darkness. Now, your spirit 
is reached by the Holy Spirit.

12:21. This is indeed far reach- 
ing. Verses 19, 20 read thus: 
‘Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place 
unto wrath: for it written, 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay, 
saith the Lord. Therefore if 
thine enemy hunger, feed him; 
if he thirst, give him drink: for 
in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of fire on his head.’’ In these 
he explains how we can over 
come and live a victorious life, 
overcome our enemy as well as 
our own fleshly lusts, ete. 

We learn that Paul wréte most 
of his epistles while traveling, 
and this exhortation to the 
brethren at Rome was probably 
written during his third mis- 
sionary journey through Galatia, 
Phrygia, Macedonia and the Gre- 
cian Islands. 

Later, on a visit to Jerusalem, 
Paul was mobbed by the Jews, 
his own people. He was sent to 
Felix at Cesarea where he spent 
two years in prison. He was 
sent bound to Rome, suffering 
shipwreck on the journey. Here 
he spent two years in prison with 
a guard of soldiers, but he carried 
on his work of preaching, making 
converts among his guards and 
even in Oaesar’s household. 
Here we see a wonderful display 
of overcoming evil with god. 

This great apostle to the Gen- 
tiles has won the admirafion of 
all Christian ages because he was 
great enough to overcome the 
prejudice of his nation and sect 
and to be cursed in his own age 
as a renegade Jew. He under- 
stood how to overcome.
